AMERICA'S PIONEER STEAMERS,

The First Transatlnuile Steamship Baes
Otonrred In 1838,

There are undoubtedly many men and
women in Now Yorle soday who went down
to thy Battery and cheerod and waved their
hands in greeting to the first steamship
that entered this port from Europe, This
important event took place on April 23,
158, and it was doubly interesting and sig-
pificant beeauss not only the first transat-
Inntic stonmship eame to anchorin the har
boron that day, but the second also, steam
travel soross the sea thus beginning with a
rice that way earnestly contested and bril-
liantly won,

Furthermore 14 was a race that attracted
infinitely more attention than any of the
conbests that have succeeded it Two
steam vessely had crossed the Atlantiein
years gprevious, both having started from
this side—the Savannah, from Savannah,
in 1819, and the Royal William, from Que-
bee, in 1831—but neither of these voyages
had demonstrated the fensibility of aban-
doning the fine sailing paclets and clippers
for stéamers when iv came o a long voy-
ugl.'.

The Savanoah used bothsteam and sail
during eighteen of the twenty-five days re-
quired for a passageto Liverpool, and more
than one elipper overtook and passed her
during the voyage. The Royal Willinm
hiad to utilize all her hold for coal in order
to carry sufliclent fuel to insure u comple-
tion of the voyage. Public interest, ne-
cordingly, wns deeply stirred on both sides
of the ocenn when, in 1837, it was learned
that two steam vessels were on the stocks
building for the Amerienn scrvice.

These woere the Sirius, nt London, and
the Great Western, at Bristol, It waa these
vessels thiat made the first race, the Sirius
making the trip, measnred from Queens-
town, in eighleen and a half dbys, and the
| Great Western in fonrteen and o balf days.
| M'he Birins, having had nearly four days'
| start, came in o few hours abead of the
winner., Bhe bronght seven passengers,
and whether the Geeat Western had others
thian ber crew on board canoot now be as

Paffl the Fire's Out.

An effective sulphur fire extinguishing
apparatus can be miade of  large iron box
of moderato depth and open at the top, It
should be hinged at one end or the side to
a pratected cviling and kept close thereto
by a cord or 4 wire connected with a wire
or strap formed chiefly of eadminm fusible
at 144 degs, Fahrenheit. Inside the hox is
placedd a considerable qunntity of cotton
wadding well saturated with powdersd sul-
phur.  On the heat of anineipient five melt-
ing the wirg or strip the box drops u short
distance; by a simple device the eoton
wadding is ignited av the same moment,
and a strong cloud of sulphurous acid gas
is instantly evolved y#hich extinguishes
the fire by rendering the air untit for com-
bustion.—New York Journal
